On January 8, 2003, applicant filed by mailing 
certificate a Preliminary Amendment in the above-identified 
application amending original claims 1-26 and adding new 
claims 27-32. In the Preliminary Amendment, applicant also 
revised the specification, added a new abstract and submitted 
proposed drawings revisions of Figs. 1, 3, 9 and 10 of the 
application drawings.

On July 22, 2004, the PTO mailed notice of allowance 
papers indicating that the allowed claims are 1-26, but making 
no mention of amended original claims 1-26 and new claims 
27-32 added by Preliminary Amendment. Also, applicant's new 
abstract, revised specification and proposed drawing revisions 
have not been approved and entered in the PTO file. 

As the Preliminary Amendment was filed long prior to 
examination of the application by the Examiner and long prior 
to mailing of the notice of allowance papers, applicant is 
entitled to entry and consideration of the preliminary 
amendment as though the notice of allowance papers had not 
been mailed. See MPEP §714.15, second paragraph. 

Applicant respectfully requests reopening of 
prosecution for entry and consideration of the preliminary 
amendment and issuance of a new notice of allowance taking 
into account the amended and new claims, abstract, revised 
specification and proposed drawing revisions submitted by the 
Preliminary Amendment. 

It is applicant's understanding that the July 22, 
2004 notice of allowance papers will be withdrawn and either 
superceded by a new one or prosecution will be re-opened and 
that applicant, therefore, need not pay the issue and 
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publication fees by the due date of October 22, 2004 as set 
forth in the July 22, 2004 notice of allowance papers. If for 
any reason applicant's understanding is not correct and the 
issue and publication fees must be paid by October 22, 2004, 
it is respectfully requested that the undersigned be notified 
by telephone at the below-listed number before the October 22, 
2004 due date.
